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Our  Gladiolus 


The  Gladiolus  shows  during  the  19  3  2  sea¬ 
son  in  different  parts  of  the  country  at  which 
we  exhibited  and  others  at  which  I  assisted 
in  the  judging,  gave  me  a  good  opportunity 
to  study  the  relative  merits  of  the  many  fine, 
outstanding  varieties  of  Gladiolus;  and  also 
the  varieties  that  have  found  favor  from 
critical  fanciers  and  visitors  at  our  gardens 
in  which  hundreds  of  new  varieties  are  tested 
out  each  year  in  addition  to  those  listed  in 
this  catalog. 

A  new  Glad  must  be  a  general  purpose  one 
to  get  near  the  top  today.  It  must  satisfy 
the  florist  as  well  as  the  garden  lover.  It 
must  be  fine  enough  to  exhibit  in  the  show 
room.  It  must  have  substance  and  vigor 
to  endure  all  of  the  different  variations  of 
temperature  and  environment  under  which  it 
will  be  grown.  The  price  does  not  always 
show  the  merit  and  beauty  of  any  variety. 
When  there  is  a  quantity  of  stock  in  any 
variety,  the  prices  drop  as  with  any  other 
commodity.  New  varieties  are  high  because 
of  their  scarcity.  Some  drop  more  rapidly 
in  price  than  others  as  they  increase  faster; 
while  others  drop  very  slowly  because  they 
increase  slowly. 


According  to  the  latest 


it  seems  that  many  of  the  new  varieties  rise 
comparatively  rapidly  towards  their  highest 
rank  with  only  few  exceptions.  After  a 
variety  has  reached  its  maximum  place,  the 
trend  is  then  more  or  less  slowly  downward 
giving  way  to  the  new  varieties  being  in¬ 
troduced.  Many  new  varieties  of  exceptional 
merit  have  been  introduced  during  the  last 
three  years;  these  will  be  explained  later. 
The  following  list  of  Glads,  according  to  the 
latest  Symposium  of  the  American  Gladiolus 
Society,  are  the  favorite  and  most  popular 
varieties.

was  shown,  proved  to  be  a  sensation.  It  is 
a  beautiful  salmon-pink  with  many  flowers 
open  at  one  time.  The  blooms  are  large  and 
well-placed  on  a  tall  strong  spike.  It  is  truly 
a  sensational  Glad  in  every  way. 

Some  comment  must  be  made  of  Solveig. 
It  is  unquestionably  one  of  the  finest  new 
whites  and  has  everything  that  a  good  Glad 
should  have.  The  flowers  are  very  large 
and  well  placed  on  a  tall  spike.  The  color 
is  pure  white  with  a  small  bright  rose  blotch 
down  in  the  throat.  For  exquisite  beauty, 
fine  form,  heavy  texture,  and  a  general  exhi¬ 
bition  Glad,  Solveig  cannot  be  beaten  in  its 
class.

New  Glads  at 
Riverside  Gardens 


for  the  first  time  in  Riverview  Gardens  the 
past  season.  Among  those  that  looked  very 
promising  were:  Pelegrina,  a  very  large, 
dark  violet  that  will  bring  the  violet  class 
up  to  standard  with  the  pinks  and  whites  in 
size  of  flower  and  purity  of  color.  Erica 
Morini,  a  red-orange  with  good  substance, 
will  to  my  estimation  replace  Pfitzer’s  Tri¬ 
umph,  the  latter  variety  having  poor  sub¬ 
stance  and  a  tendency  to  crook  in  hot 
weather.  Rosemarie  Pfitzer,  a  light  cream 
with  a  pink  cast,  is  a  novel  variety,  the  petals 
being  waved  and  crinkled  in  a  very  artistic 
manner.  It  seems  to  have  a  good  future. 
Andreas  Hoffer,  tall  salmon-rose,  a  giant  in 
size,  has  great  exhibition  qualities.  Maid  of 
Orleans  was  an  easy  winner  in  the  white 
class  of  the  Prim.  Grandiflora  division  at  the 
Pittsburgh  Show.  It  has  the  stem,  quality  and 
color  that  goes  to  make  a  good  cut  flower 
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variety.  Another  very  interesting  one  is 
Wings  of  the  Morning,  a  beautiful  eosin  pink; 
while  it  is  not  a  high-priced  Glad,  it  is  of 
interest.  Such  varieties  as  Jonk.  Von  Tets, 
Mildred  Louise,  Commander  Koehl,  Bill 
Sowden,  Margaret  Fulton,  Mother  Machree, 
Florence  Crandall,  Coronation,  Mine.  Schu- 
mann-Heink,  Golden  Anniversary,  Jessie, 
King  Arthur,  Raineses,  Red  Lory  and  Schwa- 
ben  Girl  all  have  outstanding  qualities. 
Everyone  needs  a  hobby  and  1  know  of  none 
that  would  be  more  interesting  to  me  than 
the  Glads  and  I  look  forward  to  the  bloom¬ 
ing  season  with  happy  anticipations  and  re¬ 
sults. 

Veilchenblau  is  gorgeous  when  grown  from 
a  full-sized  bulb.  It  is  tall  and  large  with 
clear  violet-blue  flowers.  It  is  one  of  the 
very  finest  Glads;  winning  two  first  prizes 
at  the  National  Show,  and  winner  of  first 
prize  in  the  blue  class  both  at  the  Minne¬ 
sota  Glad  Society  Show  and  the  Minnesota 
State  Fair.  Good  spikes  of  Veilchenblaui 
are  hard  to  beat  in  any  show,  and  it  will  be 
a  great  Glad  for  some  time  to  come. 


Something  should  be  said  about  commer¬ 
cial  cut  flower  varieties,  suitable  for  forcing 
as  well  as  those  grown  in  the  field  during 
the  summer  months.  The  prerequisites  of 
a  good  cut  flower  variety  are  numerous.  It 
must  have  a  good  length  of  stem,  flowers 
not  too  massive  nor  too  large,  but  should 
have  all  the  good  qualities  of  a  decorative 
type.  A  self  color  is  preferred  over  mixed 
colors;  the  lighter  shades  being  the  more 
daintier  and  more  often  used.  Many  of  our 
Prim.  Grand  come  under  this  latter  class.  Such 
varieties  as  Mrs.  Calvin  Coolidge,  Orange 
Queen,  Gold  Eagle,  Shell  Pink,  Souvenir, 
Tiffany,  Rose  Mist,  and  La  Paloma  are  good 
examples.  In  the  Grandiflorus  class  the 
following  are  very  useful  as  cut  flowers: 
Capt.  Boynton,  Anna  Eberius,  Carmen  Sylva, 
Crimson  Glow,  Break  O’  Day  and  E.  J.  Shay- 
lor.  Much  more  could  be  said  about  other 
varieties  for  the  cut  flower  trade;  we  find 
that  when  early,  midseason,  and  late  varie¬ 
ties  are  planted  there  are  many  other  fine 
ones  that  may  be  added  to  this  list.  A  selec¬ 
tion  of  these  varieties  can  be  made  from  the 
list  in  the  forepart  of  my  report.

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most  beautiful  and  lasting  of  all  garden 
flowers.  The  spikes  growing  tall  and  ele¬ 
gant,  sturdy  and  dignified,  slender  and  grace¬ 
ful,  and  the  color  range  absolutely  infinite. 
There  is  the  single  spike  for  the  slender  vase; 
a  corsage  for  the  luncheon  guest;  an  at¬ 
tractive  basket  for  the  debutante;  and  a 
glorious  bouquet  for  your  friend. 

Be  sure  and  buy  good  bulbs  from 
growers  with  established  reputa¬ 
tions.  There  is  a  big  difference  in 
bulbs.

In  the  spring  spade  your  garden  to 
a  depth  of  at  least  12  inches,  and 
when  danger  from  freezing  is  past. 
Plant  the  bulbs  in  rows  about  20 
inches  apart  to  admit  free  and  inten¬ 
sive  cultivation,  and  from  3  to  5 
inches  apart  in  the  row,  covering 
about  6  inches  deep  with  light  soil 
and  4  inches  in  heavy  ground.  Be 
sure  that  the  covering  soil  is  mellow. 

Fertilizing.  If  some  good  rotted 
manure  can  be  procured  in  the  fall, 
give  the  garden  a  good  coating  and 
spade  it  under.  Realizing  that  such 
fertilizer  is  hard  to  obtain,  we  must 
take  the  next  best  choice  and  use  the 
commercial  fertilizers  and  in  this  we 
prefer  sheep  manure.  After  row  or 
trench  is  made  this  fertilizer  can  be 
applied  thickly  in  the  bottom  and 
mixed  with  the  mellow  earth,  but  we 
prefer  setting  the  bulbs,  then  cover¬ 
ing  with  1  inch  of  earth  and  then 
applying  the  fertilizer  before  the  row 
is  filled.  This  allows  the  fertilizing 
properties  to  soak  down  to  the  roots 
where  it  is  needed.  After  growth  has 
started  another  application  on  each 
side  of  the  row  and  thoroughly  work¬ 
ed  into  the  soil  is  of  much  benefit ;  in 
fact,  this  top  dressing  can  be  applied 
several  times  during  the  growing 
season.  Before  flower  spikes  appear, 
a  good  top  dressing  of  bone  meal 
worked  in  will  greatly  benefit  the 
flowers.  Growing  flowers  should  have 
a  constant  supply  of  moisture  at  all 
times.
